Ransom is said tébe on intimate terms with 
Mr. Cleveland, tut northern congressmen, 
who have talked with the president on this 
subject, say that under no cireumstances will 
a southern man be appointed, and even though 
one were selected, Carlisle, for various well 
known reasons, would not be the man. The 
Sun, this morning, mentioned W. C. P. Breck- 
jnridge, of Kentucky, but no 
credence is given to that report. 
The fact is that Mr. Cleveland himself prob- 
ably does not know who he wi!l appoint, al- 
though a nomination is expected in the senate 
this week.

CULLOM WILL NOT HAVETIT, 


Probably, Because He Knows He Could Not 
Get It. 

Wasurneton, April 22.—Senator Cullom, 
whose atténtion was yesterday called to the 
frequent mention of his name in connection 
with the presidential nomination, has author- 
ized the reporter of the associated press to say” 
that he is not a candidate for the honor. 

“J fead,’’ ho said, ‘‘very hopeful of the suc- 
cose of the republican party in the ee 
campaign, byt the fact cannot be disguisec 
that the demecracy wiil enter upon the contest 
certain of the electoral votes of the solid 
south, no matter what may be the vote actual- 
ly cast in that section, that the whole power of 
the pretended *‘reform’’ administration will be 
exerted in the doubtful northern states to se- 
cure a perpetuation of democratic rule. I be- 
lieve that the success of the republican party 
in the coming campaign is of vital importance 
to the party, and the logic of the situ- 
ation demands that pers*nal ambition and 
personal preference shall be subordinated ab- 
solutely to the success of republican princi- 
ples. It isatime, above all others, when the 
nominee shall be the choice of the whole party 
as nearly as possible. So far as I am personal- 
ly concerned, [ am not a candidate for the 

residency, and have told. my friends at home 

hat 1 desired Illinois shall send a delegation 
to the Chieago convention prepared to support 
the most available candidate that can be 
found, one who shall seem to be the most ac- 
ceptable to the party, whoever he may be. If, 
in the deliberations of the conyention, it 
should be thought that Illinois might again, as 
she has twicein her history, furnish the can- 
didate who, all things, considered, would 
best promote the succes§ of the party, he 
should and would receive the loyal and 
hearty support of the delegation.’’ 

In conclusion the senator said that what he

THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


The Course of Business Mapped Out for the 
Next Six Days. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—A caucus to ar- 
range the order of business for the house will 

robably be held early in the week. Pending 
its action it is hardly possible to predict the 
course of business during the week, further 
than that it will probably consist of debate on 
the tariff bill, with night sessions and occa- 
sional intervals, which will be filled in with 
action on the appropriation bills. It is likely 
that the district committee will be allowed 
Monday for the transaction of local legislation, 
andthe river and harbor bill, left unfinished 
at adjournment, will probably be disposed of 
before any other appropriation bill is called 
up. ‘The animal industry bill is the unfinished 
business of the senate. When itis disposed of 
Senator Platt will seek to bring forward the 
North Dakota bill, and Senator Chace will try 
to geta hearing for his international copyright 
bill. Senator Plumb will endeavor to have 
the bill to forfeit unearned land grants brought 
up in the morning hours, if no better opportu- 
nity offers. It is expected that the debate on 
the fisheries treaty will begin before the end 
of the week. ; 
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THE DEMOCRATIC CLUBS. 
Call for a Grand Gathering in Baltimore 
for July 4. 

New York, April 2.—The general com- 
mittee of the national league of democratic 
clubs, formed at a conference of delegates held 
in this city yesterday, have issued a circular 
inviting all democratic clubs of the United 
States, which approve the principles adopted 
at such conference, to join the league, and 
send delegates to the convention to be held at 
Baltimore on July 4, 1888. The basis of rep- 
resentation in the convention will be five dele- 
gates to each club containing not more than 
one hundred members, seven delegates to each 
club containing more than one hundred and 
not more than three hundred members. Clubs 
desiring to join the league are requested to 
address the secretary of the committee at 
once. The call is signed by Charles Ogden, 
chairman; Frederick I. Lee, vice-chairman ; 
Edward B.- Whitney, secretary; George H. 
Lambert, treasurer, and sixteen other repre- 
sentatives of prominent democratic clubs form- 
dng the general committee.

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THE SOUTH IN THE CAPITAL. 


Facts and Bigures of Interest to the South- 
ern States. 

Wasnixatros, April 22.—[Special.]—The 
house cominittee on agriculture have prepared - 
a favorable report on the measure to amend 
the act toestablish agricultural stations in con- 
nection with the agricultural colleges. Under 
the law the grants of money authorized by 
congress are subject to the legislative agsent 
of the states to be affected thereby, but 
Colonel Blount proposes tog that such 
installments of the appa as may be 
due of may become due, législuture, 
not being in session, shall bé baid On the gov- 
ernor of the state making the assent, provided 
for in the law. 

The committee say that the bill is in har- 
mony with the purposes of the act and will 
enable several states to avail themselves 
at once of the provisions of the law. They 
recommend, however, that such action shall 
only be temporary, or ‘‘until the termina- 
tion of the next regular session of the legisla- 
ture of such state,’’ 

In support of the pro d measure provid- 
ing for the erection of United States prisons, 
Mr. Stewart, who has charge of it, made the 
point that persons convicted of crime in Geor- 
gia and other southern states, are carried to 
the state of New York and imprisoned in 
the penitentiary of that state. This, he says, 
is attended with great cost, and often persons 
unused to the cold climate to which they are 
subjected become sick and in some instances 
die, from such change of climate. For this 
reason it is recommended that one of the pris- 
ons be located inthe south. It might be add- 
ed that this is a matter of some local inter- 
est as the vicinity of Atlanta, as a central lo- 
cation, is about the only place spoken of for 
the penitentiary, which, if allowed, would 
cost $500,000, with an extra hundred thousand 
thrown in for workshops. 

The committee on commerce recommend fa- 
vorable action on Mr. Crisp’s bill authorizing 
the county of Laurens to construct a bridge 
across the Oconee river at Dublin. It is pro- 
vided, however, that if the construction of the 
bridge is not commenced within two years 
and completed in four years, the act shall be 
void. 

Hon. George T. Barnes, as a member of the 
judiciary committee, has prepareda lengthy 
report in opposition to the Oklahoma scheme 
He argues that ‘‘through a longiseries of years. 
the yeneral purpose of the government has 
been made manifest to make the entire Indian 
teriitory a permanent home forthe Indians, 
where’each tribe would have Indians for their 
neighbors. and where they would be free from 
molestation by the white men,’’ and that this 
policy should not be changed until the consent 
of the Indians is first secured. Colonel. Elliot, 
of South Carolina, joins in the report. 

The house committee on claims recommend- 
ed that an appropriation of $91.08 be made to 
pay S. E. Scarborough, the amount of a judg- 
ment secured by claimant against the govern- 
ment. The claimant’s lands was levied upon and 
sold as the property of Samuel Lendsay bonds- 
man for a postmaster under a judgment ob- 
tained at Savannah, in 1881, and the amount 
named represents the price he paid to buy his 
own property. 

The senate committee on elaims recommend 
that James EF. Walter, of Brunswick, be paid 
$1,095 for dredging done in the improvement 
of Brunswick harbot. 

Mr. Crisp has made a favorable report from 
the commerce committee on the measure 
allowing the Tennessee and Coosa Railway 
company to build a bridge over the Tennessee 
river at Guntersville, Alabama. 

The senate ‘committee on claims have re- 
ported favorably the measure passed by the 
house to relieve the Agricultural and Mechan- 
ical college at Auburn, Alabama, from all 
money responsibilities forso much of the ad- 
vance and advance stores issued to said col- 
lege in 1886, as was destroyed’ by fire June 24, 
1887. 

The secretary of the interior has notified 
congress that, under his orders, the following 
public institutions of the state are regniarly 
supplied with the more important publications 
issued by the gove:n nent:

THE SANTA ANITA CRACKS, 


California's Fast ee Stabled in Nash- 
ville. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 22.—[Special.]— 
Lucky Baldwin’s hors& arrived, thifty strong, 
direct from California yesterday. The stable 
is in charge of Trainer W. R. Thomas, and Mr. 
Stewart Harre], Baldwin's son-in-law. also ac- 
companied the stable. The news that the 
Santa Anita cracks had arrived was rapidly 
circulated in the city, and a large number of 
people hurried tothe depot to get a peep at 
them. The windows to the cars were too high, 
however, toreward their efforts. At the track 
at West Side, alarge crowd gathered to witness 
the unloading and stabling of the horses. So 
large and eager was the crowd in 
fact, that it was found nec- 
essary toelear the grounds before the horses 
could be stabled. They were under cover and 
not much could be seen of them. They now 
occupy stables No. 29 and 30. The stable in- 
cludes all the cracks entered here and east, 
Volante, Miss Ford, Emperor of Norfolk, Los 
Angeles and Wonderland, the prominent can- 
didates for the Kentucky Derby. 

Mr. Thomas, the trainer, stated that there 
were about a dozen two year olds in the lot. 
He trained about 47 horses during the winter, 
and the 30 which he has brought here are those 
considered available. Near Albuqueque, 
New Mexico, an accident did occur 
to the train, a draw head being pulled out and 
the cars derailed. Mr. Thomas said that no 
serious damage was done. Several of the 
horses received scratches, but the affair seems 
to have been of no serious consequence. ‘They 
will ail be ready for fast running by the first 
day of the meeting. 


The Central Labor Bureau. 

New York, Afhil 22.—At today’s meeting 
of the Central labor bureau it was resolved to 
organize a vigilance committee in each of the 
twenty-four assembly districts in the city to 
carry {on the boycott against the pool beer.

Upon mc- 
tion of the building trades section the secretary 
was instructed to ask President Cleveland to 
dismiss Collector Magone for permitting eight- 
een marble workers, who were imported under 
contract from Italy, to land at Castle Garden. 
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The Bakers Win a Strike. 

Cuicaco, April 22.—The first successful 
strike of the season was inaugurated by the 
journeymen bakers this morning, and was won 
before night. This evening the strikers were 
able to show that 150 of 320 employes had 
signed the terms of the union. This means 
that in addition to recognizing the men’s or- 
ganization, which the.bosses had announced 
their intention of smashing the signers give up 
the project of instituting an employment 
agency of their own, through which to secure 
men not belonging td unions. Wages or hours 
cut no figure in tue strike, About 1,400 men 
quit work, and over half of them are already 
re-em ployed.

_ OUT ON-BOND. 


The Raleigh Bank Robbers Free 
Again. 


DEFYI.G THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE: 


The Bond Given at Midnvight—Some Curious 
Features Connected With the Case— 
Other News of Interest. 


R4veteu, N. C., April 22.—[Special.]—Last 
night at midnight, the clerk of the superior 
court and the sheriff were roused from their 
beds by messengers who informed them that 
C, E. Cross and 8. C. W hite, the president 
and cashier who robbed the State National 
bank of this city, were ready to give bail and 
leave the jail, where they have been for thir- 
teen days. The officials hastened to the jail 
and inspected the bonds, which are for $15,000 
each. They were found to be good. 

All Cross’s bandsmen are from Gales county, 
his home, and chief among them is Thos. E. 
Cross, his father, who is down for seven thous- 
and dollars. His brother is also a surety. 
Among his other sureties is Jas. Parker, whose 
name was forged by Cross on one of the notes 
found in the plundered bank. A curious 
fact in connection with W hite’s 
bond is that D. H. Graves signed for $5,000. 
Graves is the man whose name Cross forged, 
and went to Toronto as a witness against Cross 
in the extradition proceedings. Another 
strange thing is thatanother of White’s bonds- 
men is dames A. Rogers, who is the special 
deputy who went to Canada with Chief of Po- 
iice Heart and the United States district at- 
torney after Cross and White. 

The clocks were striking midnight when the 
prisoners left the jail, passing through a little 
assemblage of spectators. White's wife, who 
had gone into the jail some hours before, came 
out with him, leaning on his arm. White, as he 
walked off on his way home, said to the crowd: 
“Goodnight, gentiemen.”’ Cross’s bearing 
was very defiant. Hé said he expected to walk 
the streets, and that he had done nothing, 
committed no crime. He said to an intimate 
friend that he expected to prepare a sketch, 
in which he would relate the whole history of 
his cormection with the bank. He does 
not cease his allegations that his 
wife’s family knew about tho bank's 
affairs, and are guilty of frauds. His action in 
this matter has secured for him the execration 
of the people of the entire state. Cross said 
today that he would go to his old home 
(Gates county) to live. Both he and White 
will be tried in July for forgery, and their 
conviction is certain, as is also a long sentence 
to the penitentiary. 


THE ROBBER TREASURER. 


The Full Amount of Tate's Defalcations 
Discovered. 


LovuIsviLLFE, Ky., April 22.—The amount of 
Ex-Treasurer Tate’s defalcation, with all 
credits made, is now placed at $150,000. It is 
learned that just before leaving Tate sent a 
negro porter to the bank for a large sum, say- 
ing he wanted to payaschool clamn. As no 
schoo! claims were due, this is more evidence 
that hetook with him $75,000 to $100,000, 
The commissioner found that the defalcation 
runs back many years, and oneof the I. 0. 
U.S. is dated 1868, the year Tate came in to 
oftice. In settling year to year, Tate bal- 
anced his books for December 3ist, and pre- 
sented his bank balances for the end 
of the first week in January. In 
settlements twelve years ago 
what appear to be forgeries have been found. 
Forgery is extraditable, and it is on account of 
this Tate is believed to be hiding so closely. 
The “I. O. U. S.’’ amount to $50,000. Bonds- 
men hope to get out without paying. Several 
lave théir property in their wives’ names.

AN ANNEXATION SCHEME,

By Which Nashville Hopes to Increase Her 
Il’opulation. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 22.--|Special.]— 
There is a strong movement under way to an- 
nex the thickly populated suburbs of Nash- 
ville, which would give the city a population 
of overahundretl thousand. The largest of 
these suburbs is the thirteenth district, where a 
committee has been appointed by the thir- 
teenth district annexation club to prepare a 
statement concerning the importance of the 
approaching election for annexation to the 
city. The paper drafted by the committee sets 
forth that the territory proposed for annexation 
numbers 12,000 souls, that in all this territory 
there is notasingle street lamp; no good 
street or sidewalk; no fire department; no 
sewerage system; no. police protection. 

The schools are inferior. Seventy-five per 
cent of the property of the district pays from 
18 to 20 per cent. upon its velue, a rate much 
higher 4 seo is paid by residents of any ward 
in the city. The sewerage system is bad; many 
wells are tainted with foreign matter, which 
causes disease. There is not a watchman to 
guard property at night, anda strong police 
force is needed. The district would have been 
in the condition that the fourteenth ward now 
is had not annexation been defeated. The re- 
port says further that the health and comfort 
of families justify the people in taking active 
steps to secure annexation, and to secure the 
benefits of annexation all citizens are invited 
to meet the club and discuss the question.

Or Brilliant Bitterness, the Sub- 
ject of Dr. Talmage’s Sermon. 


THE STORY OF ATTI! A, KING OF HUNS, 


Called the “Seourge of God”—An Eloquent 
Sermon by the Great Brooklyn 
Divine. 


Brooxtyn, April 22.—[Special.]}—The Rev. 
a Deo Witt Talmage, D. D., preached this 
morning atthe Tabernacle on the subject: 
“The Star Wormwood, or Brilliant Bitter- 
ness.’’ The musical exercises were assisted by 
the organ and cornet. Thousands of voices in 
the main auditorium and in the adjoining par- 
lor and lecture room and corridor, joined in 
singing :; 


“We'll crowd Thy gates with thankfui songs, 
High as the heavens our voices raise, 

While earth with her ten thousand tonzues 
Shall fill Thy courts with sounding praise.”’ 


Professor Browne rendered Sonata No. 1, in 
D minor, by Guillmant. After Dr. Talmage 
had expounded the sarcasm of Eliiah at the 
offering of the Baalites he spoke as follows. 

Revelation viii, 16 and 11: “There fell a 
great star from heaven, burping as it were a 
lamp, and it fell upon the third part of the 
rivers, and upon the fountains of waters; and 
the name of the star is called Wormwood.” 

Patrick and Lowth, Thomas Scott, Matthew 
Henry, Albert Barnes and all the other com- 
mentators agree in saying that the star Worm- 
wood of my text was Attila, king of the Huns. 
He was so called because he was brilliant as a 
star and, like wormwood, he embittered every- 
thing he touched. We have studied the star 
of Bethlehem, and the morning star of the 
revelation, and the star of peace, but my sub- 
ject this hour calls us to gaze at the star Worm- 
wood, and my theme might be called Brilliant 
Bitterness. 

A more extraordinary character history does 
not furnish than this man referred to in my 
text, Attila, the king of the Hunis. One day 
a wounded heifer camelimping along through 
the fields, and a herdsman followed its bloody 
track on the grass to see where the heifer was 
wounded, and went on back, further and fur- 
ther, until he came to a sword fast in the 
earth, the point downward as though it had 
dropped from the heavens, and against the 
edge of this sword the heifer had been ent. 
The herdsman pulled up that sword and pre- 
sented it to Attila. Attila said that sword 
must have dropped from the heavens from the 
og: of the god Mars, and its being given to 
um meant that Attila should conquor and 
govern the whole earth. Other mighty men 
have been delighted at being called liberators 
ot the merciful and good, but Attila called 
himself and demanded that others call him 
the scourge of God. At the head of 
seven hundred thousand troops mounfed 
on Cappadocian horses, he swept everything 
from the Adriatic tothe Black sea. He put 
his iron heel on Macedonia and Greece and 
Thrace. He made Milan and Pavia and Padua 
and Verona beg for merey which he bestowed 
not. The Byzantine castles, to meet his ruin- 
ous levy, put up at auction massiye silver 
tables and vases of solid gold. A city captured 
by him, the inhabitants were brought out and 
putinto three classes: The first class, those 
who could bear arms, who must immediately 
enlist. under Attila or be butchered ; the second 
class, the beautiful women, who were made 
captives to the Huns; the third class, the aged 
men and women, who were robbed of every- 
thing and let go back to the city to pay heavy 
tax. 
It was a common saying that the grass never 
grew again where tue hoof of <Attila’s 
horse had trod. His armies reddened 
the waters of the Seine and 
the Moselle andthe Rhine with carnage, and 
fought on the Catalonian plains the fiercest 
battle since the world stood, three hundred 
thousand dead left on ti® field. On and on, 
until all those who could not oppose him with 
arms lay prostrate on their faces in prayer and, 
a cloud of dust seen in the distance, a Lishop 
cried: ‘‘It is the aid of God,’’ and ali the peo- 
ple took upthecry: ‘‘Itis the aid of God.”’ 
As the cloud of dust was blown aside the ban- 
ners of reinforcing armies marched in to help 
against Attila, the scourge of God. The most 
unimportant occurrences he used as a super- 
natural resource, aud after three months of 
failure to capture the city of Aquileia, and his 
army had given up the siege, the flight of a 
stork and her young from the tower of tlie city 
was taken by him as a sign that he was to cap- 
ture the city, and his army inspired with the 
same occurrence, resumed the siege and took 
the walls at a pointfrom which the stork had 
emerged, So brilliant was the conqueror in 
attire that his enemies could not look at him, 
but shaded their eyes or turned their heads. 

Slain on the evening cf kis marriage by his 
bride, Ildico, who was hired for the assassina- 
tion, his followers bewailed him not with tears, 
but with blood, cutting themselves with knives 
and lances. He was put in three coftins, the 
first of iron, the second of silver, and the third 
of gold. He was buried by night, and into his 
grave were poured the most valuable coin and 
srecious stones, amounting to the wealth of a 

ingdom. The grave diggersand all those who 
assisted at the burial were massacred so tliat it 
wonld never be known where so much wealth 
wasentombed. The Roman empire conquered 
the world, but Attila conquered the Roman em- 
pire. He was right in calling himself a scourge, 
but instead of being the scourge of God, 
he was the scourgeof hell. Because of his 
brilliancy and bitterness the commentators 
were right in believing him tobe the star 
Wormwood of the text. As the regions he de- 
vastated were parts most opulent with foun- 
tains and streams andrivers, you see how 
graphic my textis: “There fella great star 
from heaven, burning as it were a lamp, and 
it fell upon the third partof the rivers, and 
upon the fountains of waters, and the name of 
t ar is called Wormwood’

Suppose that because his family 
1s sick and he has had extra expense he should 
politely ask you to raise his wages for this year 
and you roughly tell him if he wants a better 
place to go and get it. Suppose by your man- 
ner you act as though he were nothing and 
you were everything. Suppose you are selfish 
and overbearing and arrogant. Your first 
name ought to be Attila and your last name 
Attila, because you are the star Wormwood 
and you have embittered one-third, if not 
three-thirds, of the waters that roll pon your 
employes and operatives and dependents and 
associatesgand the long line of carriages which 
the undertaker orders for yors funeral in or* 
der to make the occasion respectable, will be 
tilled with twice as many dry, tearless eyes as 
there are persons occupying them. The 
clumsy pall bearers may make the gates of 
your sepulcher quake by striking your silver- 
handled coffin against them, but the world will 
feel no jar as you go out of it. 

There is an erroneous idea abroad that there 
are only a few geniuses. There are millions 
of them; that is, men and women who bave 
especial adaption and quickness for some one 
thing. It may be great, it may be small. The 
circle may be like the cirewmference of the 
earth or no larger than a thimble. There are 
thousands of geniuses here this morning and 
in some one thing you areastar. What kind 
ofastarareyou? You will be in this world 
but a few minutes. As cowpared with eter- 
nity the stay of the longest life on 
earth is not more than a minute. What are 
we doing with that minute? Are we embit- 
tering the domestic or social or political foun- 
tains, or are we like Moses, who, when the 
Israelites in the wilderness complained thag 


' the waters of Lake Marah were bitter and they 


could not drink them, their leader cut off the 
branch of a certain tree and threw that branclhs 
into the water, and it became sweet and slack- 
ed the thirst of the suffering host? Are we 
with a branch of the tree of life sweetening all 
the brackish fountaiustthat we can touch? 
Dear Lord, send us all out on Thy mission. 
All around us embittered lives, embittered 
by persecution, embittered by hypocritism, 
embittered by poverty, embittered by pain, 
»y injustice, embittered by sin. 
Why not go forth and sweeten them by smile, 
by inspiring words, by benefactions, by hearty 
counsel, by prayer, by gospelized behavior. 
Let us remember that if we are worinwood to 
others we are wormwood to our ourselves, and 
our life will be bitter and our eternity bitter. 
The gospel of Jesus Christ is the only sweeten- 
ing power that is sufiicient. It sweetens the

Side of Atlanta.

‘Changes come mighty fast,’”’ said Plunkett, 
as he leaned back in his chair and asked for 
his pipe. 

“Meand theold ’oman went overon the 
other side of Atlanta to the old Lickskillet set- 
tlement last week, and we hadn’t been there 
before since the war and there haint narry one 
of us that will ever want to go there ergin, for 
things have changed, folks have changed and 
nobody didn’t know us, and wedidn’t know 
nobody, and we were glad'to get back home 
and its mor’n apt to be the last trip we will 
ever take away, for we’re both mighty old and 
have outlived our old friends, and this young 
generation haint got no time to waste, and so 
that’s the reason I’m always er humming that 
good old hymn: 

‘On Jordan’s stormy banks I stand, 
And cast a wistful eye 

To Canaan’s fair and happy land, 
Where my possessions lie.’ ”’ 

Plunkett brushed a tear from his eye as he 
finished the quotation, and taking his pipe he 
puffed away for a moment thoughtfully, and 
soon give way to his disposition to talk, and 


proceeded: : 

“They would have meto go over the old 
battlefield at Ezra church and p’int out places, 
where the yankee line stood and where the 
confederates charged, time after time, and it 
is erheap easier to get erround there now than 
it was the last time I was on the ground, if I 
have had twenty-five more years to pass over 


my head. 

“T knowed every spot, but old Sherman nor 
none of his men wouldn’t know the ground 
now, for the woods have been cleared and the 
trenches have been leveled, and peaceful far- 
mers are turning over the soil, and now and 
then up comes er piece of the old army doings 
that has the good effect of impressing the 
minds of the young generation that war’s er 
bad, bad thing. 

“But we didn’t stop at the Ezra church 
battlefield. Nothing would do but what I 
must goerlong with ’em and track the line of 
battle, and as we went on er line from where 
Ezra church stood ereross to the Marietta road, 
I seed the wife of Squire Tom Ackerage er 
standing in the door of her house, and I 
knowed her, though it had been forty-three 
years since I’d laid eyes on her, and she’s the 
only living member of old Ezra church, but 
the old church has long been gone, and there’s 
ernew one now erbouter mile from where 
Ezra stood that is painted white, and has an 
organ, and I guess its all right and well that 
the old timers should be outen the way. 

‘‘The trenches are still up in wooded places, 
and were easily followed, and they are jist like 
old Sherman left em, cepting they’ve filled up 
some with leaves, and trees, and bushes are 
growing erlong em—great high trees,thatjhave 
growed up since the war and I don’t know why 
it should be, but there’s more long, slender 
poplars growed up erlong these trencher than 
any other and mor’n ever I seed on the same 
er mount of ground—biood seems to produce 
poplars. 

Bus what surprised me was th- railroads I 
run upon over on the Marietta road. I guess 
old Sherman would be surprised too, now, 
to pass er long over where he had 
er dinged old battery planted on the 
Marietta road that throwed bombs clean across 
the country over to the Central railroad at the 
end of Peters street, to see depots and two or 
three roads besides the one to Chattanooga er 
going erlong. Sherman was mighty bad er- 
bout swinging erround to get to railroads, but 
he’d have enough now over on that side of At- 
Janta and maybe he’d not be swinging erround 
for more. 

‘‘When we left Marietta street we runergin 
what they called the Belt road—Sherman don’t 
know nothing erbout that—and pretty soon we 
run ercross What they callthe Air Line, and 
we hadn’t been set Gown mor’n er minute till 
‘boom, boom, boom,’ went some connon. 

‘* «Sherman! by jings! said I. 

‘But we warn’t long in finding out what it 
was to the-satisfaction of the balance, but all I 
know is they call it ‘jubilee’ something, and 
that was as much as I wanted to kuow erbout 
anything that had cannon in it. 

“But they would have me go ovor toward 
wLat they called Piedmont exposition, and we 
heard some mighty fine music, I reckon, least- 
wise they said it was fine, and one of the 
youngsters what was in the crowd with us 
went to writing, and pretty soon he had this 
here piece in this book writ, and he give it to 
me ’eause it had old Sherman’s name in it 
twoor three times, and I’m eraainted with 
him, leastwise I used to be.’’ 

The blank book that Plunkett handed over 
had the following lines written in pencil: 

SHERMAN’S MARCH.

A Pack of Howling Lunatics, 

Recent drvelopments in a western court 
have called attention to a peculiar quasi- 
religious sect known as Beekmanites, 

This sect was organized about five years 
ago in Michigan by Mrs, Dora Beekman. 
The woman claimed that she was the sec- 
ond Bhrist. A Methodist] preacher named 
Schweinfurth became one of her earliest 
converts, and he went about telling peo- 
ple that this second appearance of Christ in 
the person of Mrs. Beckman was as the 
bride of the church. 

It is almost incredible but churches of 
the sect were established in Michigan, [lli- 
nois, Missouri and perhaps other states. 
Mrs. Beekman died, but Schweinfurth has 
continued to hold these fanatics together. 

Even in as large a city as Chicago one of 
these churches has built up a membership, 
- and one of its female leaders has proclaim- 
ed herself the wife of Jesus Christ. People 
living in the neighborhood of these churches 
have been shocked by the midnight orgies 
of these strange religionists. The men fly 
from wife to wife with a startling rapidity 
only equalled by the haste of the women 
jn dropping one husband for another. Thegq 
usual formalities of marriage and divorce 
have been dispensed with, and free loveisin 
of the freest possible character has been the 
rule. | 

The fact that this mad whirl of sensual 
impiety has been allowed to go on for five 
years under the very noses of the author- 
ities and the good people of Chicago and 
other western cities is almost enough to 
stagger belief, but it appears that no ef- 
fort has been made to stop it until within 
the past few weeks. No doubt the matter 
was considered a delicate one to handle. 
At first the Beckmanites probably conceal- 
ed the worst features of the business, and 
people submitted toa good deal because it 
has been the custom in this country to toi- 
erate almost anything that assumes the 
guise of religion. 

But there must be a limit to toleration. 
When religionists violate the laws of the 
land, as the Beekmanites are doing, they 
place themselves on a level with other 
criminals, and no nonsense about having 
the second Christ for their founder, and the 
wife of Christ for one of their shining lights 
~should be allowed to interfere with the 
course of the law. 

It may be that our experience with this 
remarkable sect will incline people to 
judge other eccentric religionists harshly. 
Of camrse it would be a bad thing to pursue 
an illiberal course in these matters, but on 
the other hand we have made the mistake 
of being too liberal in our treatment of 
some ef the cranks now infesting the coun- 
try. thing, however, is plain—we 
“mits é all persons, whether they are 
engaged in spreading a true or a false gos- 
pel, conduct themselves like decent citizens. 
There is no sense in bearing with them un- 
til they run -into the excesses of the Beek- 
manites.

Our city sister, Knoxville, appears to be 
laboring under the disadvantage of having 
no bottom. 

On last Thursday night it is said that a 
solitary Knoxville policeman, who was walk- 
ing along West Church street, tumbled into 
a small cavity.

‘Twenty Years Ago. 


Eprrors ConstiruTI0on: Why wag the elec- 
toral vote of Georgia not ccmated at Grants first elec- 
tion? A B. 

The reconstruction troubles to which our corre- 
spondent-here refers belong to 1868aud 1869, It 
will be remembered that tire stete of Georgia was 
Guly readmitted to its place in the union by an act 
of congress in the year 1868, and its constitution, 
with certain changes, was approved by that body, 
The lezisiature subsequently expelled from their 
seats ull its colored members, and it was claimed by 
sd doing it had violated the guaranteé required of 
the state by congress. There was thus much bitter- 
ness, and wnerevera case went for settlement the 
bitterness’ Went with it. The sword part of the con- 
test was over, but po more, Grant’s first election to 
the presidency took place at thistime, In 1869, says 
Alexander Johnson, the vote of Mississtppi, Texas 
and Virginia, which had not been reconstructed, 
were {not received, and the votes of Louisiana 
were counted, The votes of Nevada were objected 
to, but the president of the sevate refuse to enter- 
tain the objection, on the ground thatit was too 
late. Georgia’s clectors had voted onthe second 
Wednesday in Deeember, as required by state law 
passed under the confederacy, instead ef the first 
Wednesday, as required by law, and on this ground 
it was known that objection would be made to their 
votes. It was therefore arranged by joint.resolntion 
to “count them in the alternatiye’’—the equivalent 
of their not being counted at all, Nevertheless, ob- 
jection was made to Georgia's vote. It was SU 
tained by the house, and overruled by the senate, 
and the president of thesenate decidedthat they 
must be counted in the alternative, decided, debate 
out of order, and refused to allow an appeal from 
his decision. 


THE WORDS WE USE. 


Does an Average Man Use 700 Words or 
7,000 2 
Gecrze Fleming in Literature. 

At an educational meeting held in this state 
a few years ago, the conductor, a noted professor, 
made tie folowing statement: ‘‘The best educated 
person in this room will not use more than 600 or 
7(0 words.”’ He also assigned a smaller number to 
persons of limited education, stating fhat an igno- 
rant man would not use more thag 200 or 3C0 words. 
I had before seen statements of similar import in 
public print, and to test their correctness I began an 
investigation of the matter. 

The subject was brought anew tomy mind by ob- 
serving an article in the Chautau yugn some months 
ago, in whieh Professor Bancroft rémarked: ‘It has 
been estimated that an English farm hand has a vo- 
cabulary limit d ‘o 300 words, , An American work- 
ingman who reads the newsptpers may command 
from 700 to 1.000 words. Five thousand isa large 
number, even for an educated reader or speaker,” 
This assertion is much nearer the truth than that of 
the institute conductor mentioned. For the benefit 
of those who may be interested, I offer the results of 
my study on the subject. An intelligent person can 
make the same examination, and will arrive at sub- 
stantially the same results. 

I took Webster’s high school dictionary, editon 
1878, containing 434 pages of vocabulary, and exam- 
ined each word in the book. I made.a4 note of those 
words which I supposed I nad used at.some time 
eitherin speaking or writting. I counted the pri- 
mitive words and those derivatives whose meaning 
is most at variances withthe primitive. Thus, I 
count fright and fruit, but not frighten, frightful, 
frightfully nor fruitage, fruiterer, iruitful, fruitful- 
ness, fruition and fruit-tree. I omitted most of the 
compound words, especially when the com- 
poneat parts direetly gindicated the mean- 
ing, AS milk-pail, mecting-house rag- 
man, but counted those whose signifi- 
cance was not directly indicated, as crowbar, 
quicksand, tinfoil. As,the result of this examina- 
tion, I had 7,928 words, which, I think, I myself 
have used, . 

There were 419 in A, 528 in B, 766in C, 455 in D, 
235 in E, 369 in F, 279in G, 286 in H, 330 in I, 81in 
J, 49in K, 200in L, 476in M, 144 in N, 217 in O, 715 
in P, 55 in Q, $97 in R, 954 in 8, 454 in T, 47 in U, 148 
in V, 202 in W, 23 in X and Y, and 10 in Z. 

Had I counted the variousderivatives in common 
use, itis probable the number would be nearly 
double. 

To make a further test of words at my command, 
I spent about two hoursin writing from memory 
wordsin A. I was able tonote down 537 words that 
I could use if occasion required. This is thirty-five 
per cent more than I had counted from the diction- 
ary. Should the same proportion hold goodin all 
the letters, it would follow that I can recall from 
memory 10,700 words, ail of which are familiar. 

I made another count, and came to the conclusion 
that I could give a ‘air definition of at least 25,000 
wordsin that book, and would understand their 
signification in a printed article or spoken ad- 
dress. 

The above estimates are based upon my own ex- 
perience and knowledge because it was convenient 
to make the experiment with myself. Every well 
informed man will be as competent, if not more so, 
Either professor mentioned will have a more ex- 
tended vocabulary than I bave. 

I then took at random, in the same dictionary, a 
page in.each letter, and counted the words in very 
common use. On twenty-four pages there were 2“ 
such words. This would give 3,300 words in use by 
persons of the most ordinary intelligence. None of 
these lists include any proper names, 

At the time of making this study, one ofmy ehil- 
dren was three years. and two months of age. I 
noted down (and still have the Jists) 213 words used 
by herin one day. They were words that any in- 
telligent child would use, chiefly names of house- 
hold articles and common tnings, with the most or- 
dinary verbs and participles.

From ail of the foregoing observations I drew the 
folowing conclusions: 

Every well read man of fair ability will be able to 
detine or understand 20,000 or 25,000 primitives and 
principal derivative words. 

The same man in his Conversation and writing, 
will use not less than 6,000 or 7,000 words. If he be 
a literary Man he will command 2,000 or 3,00 
more, 

Common people use from 3,000 to 4,000 words, 
according to their general intelligence and conver- 
sational power. 

An “illiterate man” (one who cannot read) will 
use from 1,500 to 2,500 words, 

A person who has not at command at least 1,090 
words is an ignoramus, and will find difficulty in 
expressing his thoughts, if, indeed, he have any to 
xpress.

He Says That the South Should Have In- 
demnfty for the Slaves. 
From the New York Stun. 

The snnual conference of the Zion Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church of New York State, 
opened in tht Zion church, of this city, corner 
of Bleeker and West Tenth street, at noon 
yesterday. Bishop J. W. Hood, of Fayette- 
ville, North Carolina, called the thirty colored 
ministers to order, and gave out 
a hymn, which was sung with 
vigor. The Rev. J.L. H. Sweres made the 
opening prayer, after which the conference 
proceeded to business. T.G. E. Thomas was 
elected secretary, with L. H. Taylor and Adam 
Jackson as his assistants. J. H, Jones and 
Floyd Mills were chosen marshals. Bishop 
Hood, in his address, said that colored men are 
treated no better now than they were at the 
end of the war in the south, except in North 
Carolina, where the whites are beginning to 
act more humanely. 

“The.evils which the blacks suffer from the 
hands of the whites,” he said, “are largely the 
results of the mistakes made by the goyern- 
ment at the close of the war _ in its failure to 
pay..the slaveholders for their property. This 
worked a great injustice upon the esdvion, as 
the slaveholders looked§upon the blacks as 
property stolen from them by the government, 
and which they had a right to get back to 
whatever extent they could. Hence they feel 
justified in getting the freedman’s labor as 
low as possible, and in taking advantage of his 
ignorance inevery way. The government had 
encouraged the south to believe that slavery 
was a firinly established institution, and when 
the slaves were efhancipated it should have 
been willing te make full restitution. 

‘The government should do now what it re- 
fused to do at the end of the war. The slavee 
holders should be reimbursedjin full for their 
losses, even at this late day,which would bring 
about a much better state of feeling between 
whites and blacks, whiie it would be, at the 
same time, a -conyenient method of reducing 
the surplus.’’ 

The bishop said in cenclusion that Blaine, 
by defeating the ‘‘force’’ bill advocated by 
President Grant, which was intended to give 
protection to the blacks, wounded to the death 
the cause of the oppressed, and lost the presi- 
dency by his blunder. 

All the delegates did no* agree with the sen- 
timents of the spenker. The Rev. J.°S.Cowles 
was anxious to discuss the various topics of the 
discourse, and said he was spoiling to make a 
speech. The conference, however, referred 
the address immediately toa committee, who 
will report today upon the views set forth in it. 


NEGRO HELP. 


Experience of a Fresno Hotel Keeper With 
Imported Labor. 


From the Fresno Republican. 

Captain May, manager of the Grand Central, 
sent back to Georgia some weeks ago and im- 
ported to this city a dozen negro waiters from 
the Kimball house at Atlanta, and placed 
them in the dining room of the Grand Central. 
The negroes had signed a contract by which 
the $50 advanced to each of them to pay their 
fare and expenses out here was to be paid in 
installments of a small sum each month. 
Hardly had the darkeys got to work until the 
Fresno negroes began to talk to them, and in 
less than a week Captain May found that the 
waiters considered they had asure thing on 
account of the 850 advance, and proposed to do 
as they pleased. Matters have gone from bad 
to worse ever since the row between two of 
the waiters in the dining room some three 
weeks ago, in which one of them drew a re- 
volver on the other, for which performance he 
has been in jail ever since. On Saturday night 
the darkeys demanded money of Captain May, 
who refused to pay them until pay day. The 
Fresno negroes kept telling the new darkeys 
that they ought to draw their money, &c., and 
finally they said it was money or no work. On 
Sunday Captain May concluded that forbear- 
ance had ceased to be a virtue, and when he re- 
ceived a ‘‘note’’ from the insolent negroes that 
they must haye their money after lunch or 
quit, he cencluded to take them at their word. 
Summoning a constable Captain May had the 
darkeys’ effects taken from the rooms they had 
been occupying, and notified them after lunch 
that they could find something else to do, and 
that the money due him from each was not 
entirely repaid by their earnings to date. Yes- 
terday they were not quite so independent, and 
after consulting a lawyer one of them remark- 
ed toa Fresno negro, “If youns had let us 
‘lone, de whole ting would dene been all 
right.”” Four of them skipped out last night, 
and what the rest will dois a matter of con- 
jecture. Certain it is they will not work atthe 
Grand Central. 

This is the first experiment in Fresno with 
imported colored help and the parties who have 
contracted for thirty or forty negroes to work 
in their vineyards, Xc., are beginning to wonder 
what kind of time they will have. The negroes 
contracted fer are on their way, 100 of them 
having passed St. Louis on Sunday. Certain it 
is that a southern negro in Georgia or Louisi- 
ana is a very different person when in Califor- 
nia.
